Kor the motorist, visibility in 
fog has largely centred round 
the. design and usefulness of fog 
lamps, Regarding _ this aspect, 
one of the foremost designers 
' of fog lamps told mé recently:

“Coming to the practical prob- 
lem. of the, designing of ‘fog
